Mob Murder Once More 


It may be only a coincidence that 
Toombs County, where a band of masked 
men reportedly lynch-murdered a Negro 
as he left church with his wife and chil- 
dren, is adjacent to Montgomery, where a 
few days previously a jury had freed a 
pair of white men charged with killing a 
Negro who had the audacity to vote in 
the September primary. 

However, the fact remains that until 
the law proves itself capable of punishing 
the perpetrators of such bloody outrages, 
lawlessness will multiply. Indeed, it is 
only a question of time, if wanton killings 
of Negroes are tolerated, until embold- 
ened hoodlums start shooting down white 
citizens on the streets, for instance, of 
Lyons and Vidalia. 

Crime, unpunished, begets 
crimes. 

That is why Gov. Talmadge has or- 
dered the Georgia Bureau of Investiga- 
tion to make a stringent investigation in 
Toombs County.

That is why Sen. Russell told Consti- 
tution Reporter Albert Riley he was 
shocked at the news and deplored it. 

Well does Sen. Russell realize that 
murdering morons responsible for the 
murders have done more to enact the anti- 


lynch law and create anti-Southern force 
than all the radicals of the East. 

Such crimes, unpunished, are a more 
impelling force for the Civil Rights pro- 
gram—which those who committed them 
doubtless consider anathema—than Presi- 
dent Truman could ever have been. 

Those of us who believe in State rights 
are left exceedingly vulnerable when the 
State fails in its primary responsibility, 
that of protecting the lives of its citizens. 

What right have we to object to Fed- 
eral officers at least trying to stop the 
spread of mob-murder in Georgia if time 
and again we demonstrate that we are 
completely incapable of doing it our- 
selves? 


A Leadership We Can Well Forego 


_ There is one activity in which Georgia 
leads the Southeast. But it’s not one con- 
cerning which, considering the import 
of the figures, makes for any particular 
pride. 

More marriage licenses are issued in 
Georgia than in any neighboring State. 

But they are not issued altogether to 
Georgians. 

Thousands annually are issued to 
drunks from across our State lines. Still 
other thousands are issued to persons who, 
for their own reasons, do not wish to take 
the pre-marital medical examinations upon 


which most of our enlightened neighbors 
insist. 

Marriage is a wonderful institution. 
But it is not one to be entered into on 
impulse, in the dead of the night, with 
the principals befogged by alcohol. Love 
is myopic enough at best. 

We trust the next legislature will pass 
a law requiring pre-marital medical ex- 
aminations and at least a 24-hour waiting 
period following the issuance of a license. 
Too long has our State been a dumping 
ground for the momentarily matrimony- 
minded riff-raff from adjacent states. 


What Sen. Lodge's Proposal Would Do 


The popular tendency is to discount 
the possibility of passage, by the recently- 
elected Democratic Congress, of Senator 
Lodge’s proposal to revise the electoral 
college. 


Senator Lodge, it will be recalled, is 
sponsoring a constitutional amendment 
which would require that a state’s elec- 
toral yotes be cast in proportion to the 
popular vote of its citizens. 


Those who doubt that the resolution 
will receive favorable consideration at the 
hands of the 81st Congress point out that, 
had the Lodge plan been in effect in the 
last election, President Truman would 
only have won by a 261.2 to 222.5 margin 
over Governor Dewey instead of by 303 
to 189. 


But what they overlook is that, in a 
number of important states, the Lodge 
plan would have acted to Mr. Truman’s 
advantage. Thus, where, despite his 2,782,- 
555 popular votes in the state, Mr. Truman 
got no electoral votes in New York, under 
a proportionate division, Truman would 
have received 21.3 electoral votes to Dew- 


ey’s 21.8. Likewise, in Pennsylvania, Mr. 
Truman would have received 16.5 elector- 
al votes to Dewey’s 18. As it was Dewey, 
whose margin of victory was slight in 
both states, got all of New York’s 47 and 
Pennsylvania’s 35 electoral votes. And, 
for all the effect they ‘had, the three and a 
half million persons who voted for Presi- 
dent Truman in the two states might as 
well have stayed home from the polls. 

Our concern is not alone that such a 
plan is plainly more democratic, inasmuch 
as it affords a more representative method 
of choosing a president. 

We are anxious to see the Lodge plan 
adopted because it will give additional 
impetus to the formation of an effective 
two-party system in Georgia and the 
South. 

The seventy thousand votes which the 
Republicans got in Georgia would have 
given them slightly less than three of the 
State’s 12 electoral votes. But it would 
have been some reward for their efforts. 
And it would have provided them an 
eternal incentive to continue and multi- 
ply their efforts.

Hoover Probe May Bring Big Upheaval 


WASHINGTON—An upheaval in nearly every major branch of Government—the most far-reach- 
ing shakeup of all time—appears imminent as the Hoover Commission’s “housecleaning” report is be- 
ing hammered into final shape. The full import and scope of what is about to happen to the whole Fed- 
eral status quo—including dozens of bureaucratic “entrenched interests” which may be expected to 
fight bitterly for their lives in Congress—seems not yet generally realized. 


The Commission has already been advisec by 
its experts that a reduction of 10 percent in the 
Government’s $6,000,000,000-a-year pay roll is a 
“conservative” prospect. Chairman Herbert 
Hoover in talking with fellow-Commissioners 
has repeatedly mentioned 200,000 as the number 
of Federal employees who could be dropped from 
the pay roll without damaging the service. 

This, Commissioners say, will require a re- 
organization not only of who is responsible to 
whom for what—the 65 agencies now reporting 
‘directly to the President would be slashed to 
less than 20—but of the whole system of doing 
Government business, accounting, auditing, 
methods of hiring and firing. 

For example, one proposal likely to raise 
havoc on Capitol Hill when the Commission re- 

port goes up Jan. 13 or before would eliminate 
or severely clip the wings of the General Ac- 
counting Office. 

As the theoretical watchdog of Congress, this 
agency stretches its authority across the whole 
pattern of Government departments. It must ap- 
prove every Government voucher. 

Present tentative plans of the Commission, ac- 
cording to one member, call for wiping out the 
GAO completely and decentralizing the auditing 
power under each agency. 

Another spread-eagle agency is the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission which, according to members of 
the Hoover group, makes it difficult for depart- 
ment heads to hire employees they want and to 
fire those who “slowdown” or “featherbed.” The 
principle of Civil Service will not be attacked, 
but the power of the CSC will be sharply cur- 
tailed and executives given more power to run 
their departments if the Hoover proposals are 
carried out. 

The millions of words of expert reports being 
compiled by special groups studying every agency 
and function of Government—which are being 
read in toto by three members of the nine-man 
Commission, James K. Pollock, James Rowe and 
Hoover himself—are sharply critical of the way 
the Government is set up to handle its major 
problems. 

The so-called “merger” of national defense 
agencies, voted by Congress a year ago, has 
been no more than a fake to date, Hoover Com- 
missioners say, adding that their report will call 
for a “real” merger.

Some of the Commissioners take an equally 
dim view of the organization of the State Depart- 
ment. They say highly competent inside reports 
written “down the line” in our ambassadorial out- 
posts often do not ever reach the hands of those 
who make foreign policy. They see the foreign 
service as too socially-stratified, though including 
many able men. 

The organization of the White House itself— 
which before the depression consisted of only a 
few persons and even now is centered chiefly in 
a half-dozen “executive assistants’—is utterly in- 
adequate, Commissioners assert, to give the Presi- 
dent the staff work he needs to formulate fully 
informed decisions. 

For example, one Commissioner declared 
that as nearly as Hoover’s experts could esti- 
mate, roughly $1,250,000,000 is being wasted 
under present divided powers which put U. S. 
Army Engineers in control of the part of the 
Nation’s great watersheds and the Reclamation 
Service of the Interior Department in control of 
other sections of the same projects. 

Errors in hydrological data, measuring rain- 
fall and analyzing the complex, multiple prob- 
lems involved in the big river valley develop- 
ments, to extension of which Mr. Truman has 
pledged support, have resulted in dams being 
planned or even built in wrong places and major 
sectors of the whole problem miscalculated, one 
Commissioner reported Engineers as declaring. 

One question very much at issue will be 
whether bureaus and agencies with powerful 
friends in Congress and outside will be able to 
prevent the carrying out of the sweeping Hoover 
recommendations—which would alter comvletely 
and often subordinate their functions. 

However, the one sure-fire crowd-rouser Gov- 
ernor Dewey had to spring on any audience in 
his recent campaign was the promise of “un- 
tangling, unsnarling, housecleaning.” He proved 
that the issue has great appeal. 

Then, the Hoover Commission was set up un- 
der a resolution introduced by Sen. Lodge, of 
Massachusetts, and Rep. Clarence Brown, of 
Ohio, and therefore Republicans will be in posi- 
tion to claim at least partial credit for any 
savings. 

Third, President Truman has indicated he 
strongly approves of what Hoover is doing. He 
is expected to push most or all of his proposals.

When Soil Goes, 
The People Go 


“When the soil goes the people go!” 
History witnesses to that. In many distant 
lands old ruins sit in deserts which once were 
grazing lands. Old villages of stone houses stand high above the 
soil which once, centuries ago, was level with their doors. Old 
Roman roads rise above the terrain which centuries ago was even 
with the road itself. 

If there is an old pre-Civil War house near you go look beneath 
it. You will see topsoil there which is half a foot, or maybe even 
a foot, above the general level of the earth outside it. Destruction 
is at work here, too! 


Fescue Wednesday I went to a soil conservation meeting at 

Gainesville. On the way we stopped at Fred Wilson’s 
farm near Duluth. On old cotton bottom lands along the Chatta- 
hoochee, in cotton since before the Civil War, with most of the 
topsoil long since gone down the river, there was one-year-old Ken- 
tucky 31 fescue grass. It was a brave, strong green. 

The doubters say of that grass that it will not grow much in 
Summer. 

Fred Wilson cut it three times during the Summer for hay. It is 
up inches again, and the cattle are fat on it. It will grow about an 
inch a week all through the cold months of December, January and 
February and March. 

A mile down the road was Harrison Summerour’s five acres of 
Kentucky 31. He has had from 17 to 30 head of cattle on it since 
May. It is grazed short. Indeed, it is in an over-grazed condition. 
But it is growing and showing no signs of dying.

soviets Back French Coal Halt 


WASHINGTON—Every reasonably well-informed person knows 
that the Soviet Union gives financial support to the world Com- 
munist movement. Yet very little has been known of just how this 
is done. It is this which makes so interesting the specific details 
of Soviet financial support for the French Communist Party which 
came to light during the recent French coal strike 

some of the facts were revealed a few davs ago in the French 
Assembly by the leftwing Socialist Jules Moch, the French Minister 
of the Interior. Others have become available since. The facts con- 
cern the role played by a peculiar financial institution which is 
Known as “the Commercial Bank of Northern Europe.” 3 
| Ostensibly, this is just a bank like any other bank. In fact. it 
is the main channel for money given to the French Communist 
Party by the Government of the Soviet Union.

However, of its 100,000 shares of capital, 99,700 are owned by two 


Soviet banks, which means of course that the bank is owned by | 


the Soviet Government. Its manager is a former Russian citizen 
Charles Hilsum, now naturalized, and it has a select Board of 
Directors, consisting of a Russian, one Ostrovsky, and two French 
Communists. 

The bank is capitalized at only 50,000,000 francs, but it has 
assets in France of 1,000,400,000 francs. Largely through this bank 
the Soviet Government has made an investment in the French 
coal strike of upwards of $100,000 a day.

were taxed a proportion of their wages. The rubles thus collected 
from the hard-pressed Russian miners were then exchanged into 
francs by the Soviet Government (which ordinarily guards its 
foreign exchange like an anxious mother) and turned over to the 
French Communists. The Soviet satellite states obediently followed 
suit, and the total thus contributed came to a little over $900,000 


in the franc equivalent. 

More This sum is by no means a measure of Moscow’s generos- 
ity, however. Far larger sums were delivered secretly to 

the Communist leaders. In certain cases the details were handled 

directly between Soviet diplomats and the French Communists. 

More often the French Communists drew on the Commercial Bank 

of Northern Europe. 


These secret transfers were concealed by the Communists by a | 


simple device. The Communists repeatedly announced very large 
donations to the coal miners from the comrades in other French 
unions and labor groups. In fact, the French workers were not so 
free handed. Much the greater part of these “donations” consisted 
of drawings by the Communist leaders on the Soviet-owned bank. 
The fact is of course that the coal strike was in many ways 
justified by the desperate economic squeeze on the French miners. 
But this should not be allowed to obscure the fact that, through 
the Moscow-controlled bank the Soviet Government intervened 
drastically in the internal affairs of France. The coal strike is now 
over. But in terms of heavy pressure brought to bear against the 
French Government and the partial wrecking of French recovery, 
the Soviet investment in the strike no doubt paid off handsomely. 


To Continue 


continue to be made in the future. There is every 


reason to believe that Soviet financial support for the French | 


Communists will continue, and that the campaign of “rotating” 
strikes, ordered by the Kremlin for the purpose of bringing French 
recovery to a halt, will go on. 

The pattern of Soviet intervention in the internal affairs of 
other countries suggested by the facts reported above is not con- 


fined, of course, to France. It is interesting, for example, that the | 


Commercial Bank of Northern Europe has had on deposit in the 
United States upward of $2,500,000. It may be safely assumed 
that the movement of this money is very carefully watched. But 
in a free economy such supervision is difficult. And a study of 
Communist finances made some years ago indicated that out-size 
profits allowed certain businessmen in their financial dealings with 
the Soviet Government eventually enriched the Communist Party’s 
treasury. 

Clearly, this kind of thing is one of the Soviet Union’s most 
useful weapons in the cold war. The only possible American re- 
sponse is to continue the great effort to build a non-Soviet world 
in which miners will not starve, and the Communist parties of the 
continent, now so menacing, will become hardly more than a 
nuisance, as is the Communist Party in the United States. This 
effort will not succeed overnight. But already in France and West- 
ern Europe there are signs that # is beginning to succeed.

Unjust Law 


Editor Constitution: There is one part of this 
present peacetime draft law which is most un- 
just. Merchant seargan veterans of World War 


| Il are eligible for this draft and are being called. 


Although the United States Maritime Commis- 
sion believes veteran seamen are entitled to the 
same exemption as that given to members of 
the Armed Services and recommend to the Con- 
gres last July that merchant seamen who served 
at least 12 months at sea during World War Il 
be exempted from peacetime induction, this was 
not done. Therefore, the President is without 
authority to exempt merchant seamen who 
served in World War II. 

The Maritime Commission has estimated that 
from mid-1941 to mid-1946, 500,000 seamen 
served and of this number 7,000 were casualties. 
The Veterans’ Administration figures for a 
comparable period and a somewhat comparable 
service, the Navy, show that 4,231,000 served 


| here and of this number 63,000 were casual- 
| ties. The Navy casualties were 1.5 percent while 


the merchant seamen casualties were 1.4 percent. 
What this can mean to one individual (not 


me) is this: One native Atlantan at age 17 en- 
listed in the maritime service in March, 1943, 
was trained at the Maritime Service Training 
Base at Sheepshead Bay, N. Y., subsequently 
served in the ships carrying war supplies to 
such places as France, the Middle East, North 
Africa, Italy, England and other points, making 
in all six voyages, was honorably discharged in 
April, 1946, and is now informed he is 1-A in 
this draft. This is deplorable. The Maritime 
Commission is fully aware of a splendid contri- 
bution from these men and I believe millions 
of informed Americans are also aware of this 
fact, but our draft boards are taking our vet- 
eran seamen because this happens to be the 
law at this time. These men who served in the 
same war with the rest of us deserve a chance 
to establish themselves in civilian life now. 
They are not getting it.

A New Order of Democrats 


WASHINGTON—Interesting to watch here and in the country at large in the 
next few months, as the new Truman Administration settles down in its own 
right, wifl be the beginning of a reforming of the Democratic Party nationally on 


the issues and about the new figures that have come to the fore. 


Never was the 


ce face of a party, nor its future outlook, so changed and brightened in the space of 
a few brief months. Only so recently as its National Convention in July, the Party was generally 
described by observers there—and properly—as wornout, decrepit and, what there was of it, generally 
shot to pieces by factionalism. This internecine warfare began before the convention when a strange 


alliance of its then most important components— 
the South, big city bosses and labor—tried to 
dump President Truman and ended with part of 
the South walking out into a new sectional 
splinter party and part of the left joining up 
with Henry Wallace. 

Few practical politicians then would have 
given five cents for its chances to win an election 
and this very apparent despair was translated 
into a conviction among political analysts that 
never changed—until the big surprise the day 
after election. 


But now it is something entirely different, 
possessing the exultant spirit that comes with 
victory, and with new figures and faces, both 
in Congress and in State capitals, from which 
te look for new leaders—and new candidates. 
There was certainly a dearth of the latter when 
the field was canvassed before the national con- 
vention—and afterward. 

The managers of the Party in Congress are, by 
and large, still the old familiar figures and its 
leader in the White House is 64 years old and his 
right-hand lieutenant, Vice President-Elect Alben 
W. Barkley, is celebrating his seventy-first birth- 
day this week. 

But now a vigorous second line of defense, 
militantly progressive for the most part, has 
moved into position with the election victory. 
Here in Congress and in capitals of some big key 
States which Democrats recaptured, the newcom- 
ers will be vying with each other to make records 
that will put them in a position where they hope 
the legendary lightning may strike them four 
years from now, either for first or second place 
on the ticket or for posts of party leadership. 
Personal ambition will infuse new vitality into 
‘the Party. This, in turn, should help President 
' Trumian with his legislative program, for the 
record of the Party is something upon which all 
must stand and from all can draw advantage 
if it is good. 


Of the new order which was shoved forward 


in the election there will be in the Senate such 
men as Clinton P. Anderson, of New Mexico, 
former Secretary of Agriculture and former House 
member; Estes Kefauver, of Tennessee, and Lyn- 
don Johnson, of Texas, both, former House mem- 
bers; Paul Douglas, of Illinois; Hubert Humphrey, 
Mayor of Minneapolis, who .led the successful 
convention fight for a strong civil rights plank 


in the platform; Lester Hunt, former Governor of | 


Wyoming; former Governor Robert S. Kerr, of 
Oklahoma. Back in the House to carry on a 
progressive political career that already has at- 
tracted national notice is the dynamic Rep. Mike 
Monroney, of Oklahoma. 

Among eight new Democratic Governors of 
whom seven are in populous Eastern and Mid- 
western States, attention will focus on Adlai 
Stevenson, of Illinois; Frank Lausche, of Ohio, 
who was Governor once before, and Chester A. 
Bowles, of Connecticut, former OPA head, all 
of whom have won national recognition of one 
sort and another. Beyond the factor of person- 
alities, there was the factor in Democratic re- 
capture of key States, of control of State organ- 
izations which is necessary groundwork in 
politics. 

A significant pattern for the future emerges 
from this new lineup and the caliber of its key 
figures. The Democratic Party has. become a 
truly national party again, with more and varied 
sources of strength. It has moved away from 
its Southern base by the process of shaking off 
its extremist faction there, to which it no longer 
needs‘to cater so obsequiously, and as an offset 
has picked up strength in the Midwest farm area 
which had been lost to it in recent years. .t has 
greatly strengthened itself in the West in that 
vast territory beyond the Rockies which will be- 
come increasingly important, and its Eastern out- 
posts are demonstrably much better in hand than 
anyone had supposed because of the proved polli- 
tical effectiveness of its labor support in big 


cities.

It's All in the Game of Politics 


At this distance from the recent solemn referendum, the face of the future is less monstrous than 
it was the morning after. The snarl of President Truman’s threatening remarks to the tail-gate gath- 


erings, a running fire which moved Bernard Baruch to call him a rude, uncouth, ignorant man, has | 


been softened by his own qualifications published through his claque at Key West and Washington. 


Other motivated news tends to calm frightened Republicans’ and others who took Mr. Truman at his | 


word. Wendell Willkie was the first presifential candidate to admit that statements which he made 
during a campaign were deliberate deceptions intended only to impose on the voters. Mr. Truman 
obviously shares Willkie’s cynicism, for it is plain that he never meant to return to the Wagner Act 


and stand there and that he exaggerated in other matters. 


But it was his Thespian hatefulness that put 
him over and scared the opposition. He actce? 
like Hitler and when the curtain fell he wasn’t 
mad at nobody. 

The Taft-Hartley Law will be erased only for 
the partisan political reason that it is a noble 
monument to the integrity and courage of two 
Republicans who are, in a manner of speaking, 
too good for this world. The Truman substitute 
will start by re-enacting the most urgent reforms 
pioneered by Taft and Hartley and eventually 
will accumulate the others. At the end of the 
campaign the only provision of Taft-Hartley 
which was still in debate was the forbiddance 


of the closed shop. 


Ethics aside, Mr. Truman showed up as an 
amazingly persuasive ham, for he shook this 
decidedly hygienic law before the public for 
two months and, by the very rasp of his voice, 
made it seem awful without once discussing 
any of its provisions. That was great acting. 
In fact, it was this startling stage performance 
of a man who had begun with the halting 
speech of a high-school elocutionist that now 
gives many a citizen new confidence in him as 
a game, resourceful Spelvin. What é¢lse can 
the little guy do? Dwarfed by the doubledomes 
of Harvard law, a humble hick and, undoubted- 
ly an elk, if not an eagle or an owl, Mr. Tru- 
man personified the awkward Middlewestern 
culture which had been ridiculed for 30 years 
by the same proto-Communist papers that cul- 
tivate him now. 


He was the kind who would put gingerale in 
red liquor and wear a green dinner-jacket with 
a button flower of purple feathers. You saw 
him at the country club in small Ohio towns 
and in West Palm Beach, but never at the Break- 
ers across Lake Worth. Ten years ago Harry S. 
Truman, of Kansas City, would have been turned 
off at the door of Bradley’s gambling house at 
Palm Beach as a Babbitt with a sweaty little roll 
of vacation money who belonged in a sawdust 


t, 

It would have been a great political experience 
to see Truman in a fight with Roosevelt in his 
prime, for when the bell rang and he found him- 
self alone with Dewey he suddenly was able to 
call up a rattle of repartee smelling of sweat that 
would have been a credit to Huey P. Long. 
Roosevelt, we were to learn, had no true gift of 
oratory but spoke recitations. Only recently the 
fact was revealed that Father Coughlin wrote 
the historic passage about the money-changers 
and the temple in the first inaugural elocution. 

In a championship contest, Huey would have 
ripped the belly out of Mr. Big and as one who

Taft saw Dewey chisel in 
1944 when he indorsed the Wagner Act against 
his convictions in a poor appeal for the favor of 
Sidney Hillman’s Hitlerian machine. In 1948, 
Mr. Dewey had to crawl—or better, creep—to 
Taft’s position. Meanwhile, Taft wrote great 
papers against the debauchery of American jus- 
tice by Robert Jackson, of the Supreme Court, 
in the “war guilt” trials. Jackson made a 
spurious.case for retroactive law and improvised 
punishment and, worst of all, he had the shame- 
less gall to bring that mentality back to our 
Supreme Court. Mr. Taft damned the whole 
nasty business with final emphasis on the con- 
nivance of the United States at the participa- 
tion of guilty Russians in the trial and punish- 
ment of their German partners in crime. 


Dewey weasled through his legislature a 3.2 
antidiscrimination law and on this score alone 
his election promised commotion in some regions. 
He was without principle here as he had been 
on the Wagner Act and several foreign issues. 
He put over the antidiscrimination law against 
his beliefs only to beat the Democratic-Commu- 
nist alliance to it. Nevertheless, that put him on 
record and, as President, with no political stake 
in the White South, he must have gone out for a 
strong national law with an eye to the profes- 
sional “minority” vote in 1952. 

Mr. Truman is committed to the same thing, 
but we have seen that his commitments are only 
campaign oratory. 

Mr. Taft made a noble fight for principles, 
however unpopular with the ignoranti. What- 
ever his fate he deserves honor for his integrity 
in a wild swirl of corrupt and confused democ- 
racy.
